Gets Menlo Okay 


Menlo Park city councilmen 
Tuesday introduced an ordinance 
approving the annexation of the 
|69-acre L. C. Smith industrial 
tract, in Belle Haven near the east- 
ern boundaries of the city. Final 
adoption will be voted at the coun 
cil’s next regular meeting. 

The property is in the boundar- 
fes of the proposed city of Rav 
|enswood. A committee is now cir 
culating a petition in an attempt 
to qualify for an election on the in 
corporation. 


Ordinarily a 90-day freeze is 
placed on an area where an in- 
tention to incorporate has been 
filed. In this case, however, City 
Attorney James O’Keefe said 
the city was proceeding with the 
annexation on the grounds that 
they had jurisdiction. 


The 
Committee filed its intention to in 
corporate June 21 with the county. 

However, a week later the com 
mitte found that approximately 
100 acres within the proposed ci 
ty’s boundaries, the Kavanaugh in- 
dustrial park, was already up for 
annexation to Menlo Park.

City Hopes a Private Operator 
Will Go Into the Dump Business 


The city of Menlo Park is mark- 
ing time these days, to see if a 
private operator can get some 
land and open a dump which could 
be patronized by local residents 
as weil as the city itself, City 


|Manager John R. Johnson ex- 


plained this week. 

How soon such a dump will be- 
come an actuality remains to be 
seen; neither Menlo Park or Ath- 
erton have asked to be included in 
the South San Mateo county Gar- 
bage Disposal District, which has 
been operating an incinerator at 
the northeast end of Marsh road, 
east of Bayshore highway, since 
last March. 


Since then, both the garbage 
disposal district and the city of 
Palo Alto have raised dumping 
fees, so the minimum price a 
Menlo Park resident must pay 
to use either facility is $1 a 
load. This has brought some 
yells; still, the city council has 
adopted a_ policy of “going 
slow.” 


At least one prospective oper- 
ator is on the road, looking for 
property he can use for a fill and 
cover operation. He’s trying to 
get some land owned by the City 
of Palo Alto near the old Cooley’s

but so far, according to local news 
sources, the governing body of 
that municipality hasn’t decided 
whether they want to let some of 
their land be used for such a pur- 
pose. 

“We can guarantee any oper- 
ator that the city would pay him 
to run a dump for the convenience 
of city residents,” the city man- 
ager explains, “but he might get 
a contract to handle city refuse 
along with that of private citizens 
who want to bring trash to his 
establishment.” 


Joining the South San Mateo 
county Garbage disposal dis- 
trist hasn’t been considered by 
local councilmen for the past 
several months, although both 
Menio Park and Atherton were 
invited to join it, before its 
$200,000 incinerator went into 
operation. 


The incinerator was originally 
supposed to burn just about every- 
thing tossed into it but, observ- 
ers near the installation say, it 
hasn’t done quite that well. 

Much of the material brought 
to the Marsh road plant is dump-| « 
ed into a pond which makes up the 
bulk of SSMGDD’s land and, it 
was admitted two weeks ago, the 
land will be completely occupied 
by this “fill and cover” operation 
within the next seven years. It 
was originally stated that it would 
take 20 years to fill the land with 
ashes. 

That the city council had reason 
for some of its doubts about the 
effectiveness of the disposal dis 
trict has been indicated another 
way: 


A proposed district budget 
for the coming year shows the 
SSMGDD tax rate at five cents 
per $100 assessed valuation. It 
was originally stated the dis- 
trict would levy that tax rate 
only for a single year; the tax 
rate was to drop to three cents 
per $100 after that. 


Meantime, the city manager re- 
ports, many residents regard the 
dump fees charged by the Palo 
Alto and disposal district dumps 
as exhorbitant, but necessity has 
proved to be the mother of in- 
vention. Many home-owners now 
avail themselves of a trash pick- 
up service being run by the San 
Mateo county Scavenger company 
along with its garbage pickup 
business, 

The city, Johnson, doesn’t plan 
to go into the dump business.

New Cuts of County Road Funds 


Leaves South Co 


unty Cities Out

When the board of supervisors | 
gave in to county cities and de- 
cided to split up a $100,000 melon 
to county cities from gas tax 
funds, it was expected that there 
would be a fight to see who could 
get the mostest the fastest. 

Now that the board has agreed 
on the projects we notice that not 
a south county city received one 
cent of the appropriation. 

Redwood City did make one 
small request, for: a _block-long 
stretch of Jefferson avenue, but 
this was denied by County Engi- 
neer Don Wilson before the list 
was submitted to the supervisors. 
The county contributed $25,000 to 
Daly City for improvement of 
Market street, which is a project 
costing a total of $110,000. San 
Bruno received $20,000 to help 
toward the costs of a $49,000 pro- 
ject to widen San Bruno avenue 
to a four-lane parkway between 
Junipero Serra and Skyline Boule- 
vard. 

Other contributions went, to 
Hillsborough, Belmont, San Mateo, 
South San Mateo, Millbrae and 
Colma. 

These funds for north county 
cities, in particular, should 
quiet some of the talk that the 
south county area has been get- 
ting all the gas tax funds and 
road improvements. They were 
particularly griped, you will re- 
member, at the cost figures for 
the south county lateral to San 
Gregorio and a now forgotten 
grand jury raised a storm in 
general with a former county 
engineer and supervisors. 

The results are not yet final, as 
the county is now suing former 
Engineer M. A. Grant for returns 
of funds allegedly illegally spent. 
The court action has every possi- 
bility of winding up with the same 
result as the charges against the 
board, tossed out for lack of evi- 
dence. 

Speaking of road projects, it is 
rumored that promoters of the 
Middlefield road project between 
Dumbarton railroad crossing and 
Eighth avenue are making good 
progress. One report said 60 per 
cent of the property owners had 
signed petitions for the improve- 
ment but this has not been con- 
firmed, 

That would be sufficient to 
bring the matter before the board 
and the project could get under 
way this year or early next spring. 

Public hearings followed by 
weeks of planning are necessary, 
however, before the job can actu- 
ally be called for bids if and when 
the petitions are presented. 

The board of supervisors has 
agreed to abandon its program 
of having a board of zoning ad- 
justment settle many of the 
minor matters of zoning and 
permits. The plan, to all pur- 
poses, evidently fell flat on its 
face and failed to relieve the 
agenda of the regular planner 
sessions. The move to strike 
out the provisions for the five- 
member adjustment came from 
the commission itself and not 
the supervisors. 

The zoning board did have pos- 
sibilities and why it failed we do 
not know, unless people were re- 
‘uctant to accept the decision of 
the smaller group. 

This brings up the question of 
how often the planning commis- 
sion should meet. At present the 
seven-member group meets once 
a month. It would seem that with 
the county at or beyond the 
400,000 population mark, it would 
be in order for it to meet twice 
monthly. 

The board of supervisors was 
forced to increase its meetings 
from two to four times a month 
to handle the mounting county 
problems. 

Applications should not have to 
wait 30 days to get planning ap- 
proval or denial. Often an option 
is taken for 30 days pending plan- 
ner action on rezoning or build- 
ing standards. Twice-a-month 
sessions could cut down the long 
agendas that presently face the 
commission and, above all, give 
the public a far better service. It 
is asking quite a bit to suggest 
that the commissioners give even 
more of their time to the county, 
but even the Redwood City plan- 
ning commission holds _ twice-a- 
month hearings and its jurisdic- 
tion is small compared to that of 


the county.

hike, up go the rates and then 
who has to pay? A Fx 
We do, of course. So w ether 


the money comes out of the’ inside 
billfold or from the small change 
in the side pocket, the source is 
just the same. 

So when we say that the high 
state board assessment figure will 
reduce our tax rate we are only 
fooling ourselves. The old saying 
about death and taxes was never 
more true.

“Casey at the Bat.”
